Negroes On the Alert.

The pezro inhsbitant, alwavs on the slert
for amusement and *novelty, aleo awaits
with breathless suxiety the vessel from New
York, which latter he vaguely regards us
the entire United Btates, and tor that matter
the entire world, other than Nassag. On
nearer spproach the scene is more foreign
and tropical in the extreme, Literally, the
entire population is gathered noder the cot-
ton palins and pear trees; notour pear, but
o vurieiy which is oot to us a pear at ali
but samething else.  All the people are in
light wesring apparel, many of the men
with the white, cool Indian helmet on their
heads; wavy auder sun umbrellas of bright
colors, and the neproes all, male and ferale,
lurge sod swall, clean, and their faces in a
brond grin, showing beantiful teeth and
chatteriug like so many wonkeys.

Many of the smaller sud balf-grown
negro boys, gpuiitless of any other apparel
than an apelogy for pants, but all eclothing
clean us possible. As we slow up alougside
the door there is & perfect babel of voices,
awong which the most vociferous are the
grectings of the littie uegroes who recognige
furmer visitors {rom whom they bave re-
ccived gratnities, and one little fellow with
pot more than a fig leaf cosinme, and &0
black and shinipg that his face reflected the
bright sun's ravs, shouted from smong a
erowd of similarly clad comrades, “Ob,
good Lo"d, 1 sees my fren’, Massa Cracker,
on de ship,” Then a chorus trom the same
gang, with accesxions from the general mul-
titude, ghont, “How is va, Mas Cracker?”
and wrangle and hustle one another, among
nll of which 315 heard: *71srced im firm!”
“He's my fren’!™ “Mine!” “I'se his boy!"
“You migrer, Massa Cracker won’t have
vou, vou bodder him; he tell me so
las’ vear!” “‘Heah, 1'se you boy, Massa
Uracker, 'se waitin® for yos; t'row a shillin’
in ge wata, Massa Cracker; 1 dive for him,”
and shillings, nickels, pennies are one after
thie other cast into the clearest of deep blue
sea water, avd dezess of young black ras-
pals dart from the crowd and dive sfter
them, and away dowu in the water they enn
be seen hustliug one ancther, pulling one
enotber’s wool and shoving one another
sbout and swimming and kicking like =0
man¥ Irogs,

All Polite nnd Vociferons,

_After un amesing long time, coneidering
ther are uot altogether smphibious, they re-

appez; oG the suriace; ths trinwpbant one
bolds up the coin as he gasps for breath,
“Mr. Cracker” was a Mz Stizson, from

Qutario, a joliy fellow, who
riguet irom the darkies be-
cause be cracked jokes with them. The
. wow oul, and we make our
¥y throvgh the crowds of negroes, all
polite, but voelerous in their desire to serve
vou, aud seoldiog vue apother for attempl-
g to do the sswe servieee We poass
though & Jong shed, or custom house, and
emerge ipto a pretty shaded plazs, where
suug little ponies sre barnessed to pretty
little light two-seated vehicles and their
drivers, han ne and nedtly clad voung
durkeys, ag swarm wronnd you four
or five deep, und, as we enjoyed the novelty,
we let them go an with their supplicatioos
lor a ebagee to “earry you, “sa.”

There is u torrible din of wraneling, but
none of Lhomw seem to gel msd and when a
eclection w fivally made the lnckyone and
the siranger are made more or less the sub-
jectof light yemurk as to the trauspsrent
inck of good taste and judgment they have
sbown, aud a1 some apparent witticiem on
the part of one of the disappointed they all
luugh teartily, but are still polite and jally
aod ever ready to do you a service. We
slopped =t the muarket and an old Kongo
waman comes forward, with soup herbs o
sell me.

He has exerted considerable influence in
attracting attention o the planting of
“gigal" upon the thousands of waste ncres of
barren rock. Sisal looks like the ecentury
plant, or aloe, and thers are already several
thopsupd meres in & healthiul state of
growth, The usa of the “sisal™ plant is to
make o fiber, whieh is to be twisted into
binder twine and other rogea not requiring
the bich tensile strength of the manilla
rope, the latter being made from the fiber of
the slalk of the “mesa textiles,” a specles
of banana tree, Already the sisal is used
by overshrewd ropemakersiss an adulteraut
or sobstitate for the manilla io making
rope, but a simple test, thatof burning =
piece, iz enfficient to deteet the presence of
sisal, it yielding a white ssh and the manilla
a black one. i

Itis, I believe, another wariety of this
sisal plant from which the West Indians
and Mexicans make the intoxieating drink
called pulque, which later onin Mexico 1
expect also to personally investigate and ‘F:-'-
pibly tell you of its effects, if pleasant. o
priests on the island, one a Father O'Eyan,
und also a Protestant clergyman, have, 1
learn, been also active in planting sisal on
the Innds which have been cleared of the
light growth of pine, whioh has been used
Lo make charcoal,

Propagating the Sisal.

The young shoots of the sisal are stuck on
the soft rock, which has been broken up a
little in spots by mesans of a crowbar, and
some lea! mold gathered round it to protect
the new plant, and whean started it sends its
rootiets out through the porous rock to find
its food. In three or four wvears it is ready
to part with soms of its rough spioesan-
wually, which are beaten or crushed, and
about 30 per cent or less of the inner fiber
comes out in temacious threads, which are
woven and twisted into twine,

Two sons by a former marriags of Mr.
Chamberlain, the English M. P. who mar-
ried Miss Endicott, have just purchased one
or two entire islands of the Babama group
and inteud to plant all in sisal. The sisal
snd cocoanut plantations present a wvery
preily sight in a drive across the islande;
but if some evergetic Yankee would take up
the eultivation of winler wvegetables here
they would find & good return. Firstof all
they would probably, with their iogenuity
for machinery, utilize a heavy steam
power erusher instead of the crowbar
with which to put the soft limestone iuto &
pulverized ecopdition on the surface in
whieh it will remsin, and if half be true
of what is told here of the wonderful growth
of vegetables, there ought to be dollars in 1t
for persons who will zo at it with the busi-
ness taet and energy that prevails with the
Northern market gardener. Northwestern
farming land is cheap, cheaprr than the
Government land of the United Btatee, or
rather the soit porous rock—there is no land,
sirictly speaking. An old negro lady was
pulling a luxuriant growth of tropical
platts from a walled garden as I pussed,
leaving an unsightly surface of lava-like
solid roek. I ssked her what she was doing.
“I'se weedin' de gardin, massa,” but the
weeds look uice and the rock looks bare. *‘I
gives de weeds to de mule and de goat, and
wore comes in a week or two,”’

“You i* grumlin,”" said the capiain, “‘oot
loud, but wid you face pulled down black
and T won't stan’ it and we's gwine to settle
it right now and I kin tell you, Sam, you'se
no gemmen, else you'd say right out what's
de matta wid vou.” “Yex I isu gemmen; I
koows when I is gemmen., You'se no gem-
men yousel to call me shout for de grapplin
when I'se shoutin wid two lupmgs and I
knows how lond a muan kin shout wid two

Bo much for the commonplaces of the sal-
jeet. My readers, I think, will agree with
me so far, The real disenssion ns when
we come to gonsider the different kinds of
ability that may be in question—the variety
of intellectual qnaliZunnns for publie
duties, And the mnmvﬂ:z turns mainly
upon the question between the technically-
educated man and the man of practical ex-
perience; between the fair competition of
those qualified by education "for places of
trust on the one hand, and on the other the
rougher natural selection or exampls of the
practical man I polities

Not a Very Satisfactory Doctrine,
_Bome &hﬂmphn says “‘the fools are
right in the long run.” This is to say that
in practice the rougher methods usually
prevail in the domain of polities. But this
is not very satisfactory dootrine. What
does it mean? It means that things have
their own way—general forces rather
individual idess, and that any flue-spun re-
forms are not viable, The ulr:ﬁ: senre—
or nonsense—not the refined intelligence, ia
what rales onr polities.

Well, this is undoubtedly true for the
most part, and in the deep sense it is inevit-
able—like everything else. It is especially
true in & demoeracy like ourown that things
have their own way, and Jjollow the will of
the rough shod. politica at least genlus
is mainly an affiir of energy.

Bat is this a sufficient theory of fitness
for public lile? Need we drive at practice
8o uiterly and exclnsively as to leave all
theory out oi sight? From the dusty srena
of the praotical msn cannot we recapture
sotae breathing und for intelligence?
Here we come to li!: ting of the ways
lg:'m lhotae who debate the qul!iﬂnt.inu

of trust—between those, ina word,
'hm that experience is all, and those
who argue that general intelligence, even
high eult are desirable qualifications. It
L- the old debate betwesn theory and prac-

ce,

From the time when esailors first went
down to the sea to the twellith century, the
art of beatiog a ship to windward was an-
Enown. One bad to sail with the wind or
pot at all. Ships aod fleets waited in-
definitely for a favoring wind; the lack of it
was one of the _mnn‘y causea that delayed
that ruler of men, Ulysses, on his bomeward
way from Troy. By and by, we may sup-
pose, came theorists who argued that 1t was
wuibla to ssil against the wind—men who
were §rst langhed at and then persecuted;
and when at last their inveution was
ado , the old navigators unanimously"
said, “We all koew it before.” This, as we
know, is the experience of every man or
community who lets ideas run ahead of
practice, as opposed to the plan of going
abead at aoy rate, sud picking up such
ideas as one can in going, DBoth methods
have thelr advantages =snd disadvantages;
each one indeed completes the other. But
in our time and civilization there is no dan-
Fr that the practical will be neglected,

he danger is that our public men will not
be sufficiently prepared from the intellectual
side to eope with the practical.

Advantages of Higher Education.

I would advoeate, then, among the main
qualification for public office, not only the
training by experience but also the intel-
lectual training that comes of & good college
course or from econtinued private study.
The man who has these, is by no means
under compulsion to turn out a BSolon.
What is so rare, under any regime, as a
wise ruler? But the man who has studied
and reflected 1s far likelier 1o direct wisely
the flow of forces around him than if he
comes among them blinded bythe dustof
passion, prejudice and controversy. The
forces of politios exist for themselves; they
dominate and absord sll but the men who
have both natural power and wise training.

To a question stated in such general terms
as the present, it is hard to give any specific
and definite answer. It is not s question to
be snswered in a phrase. If a *‘theoretical”
man in the ordinary sense is not the right
man for a place of trust, neither is a merely
“practical” man. OF good theory and of

practice we cannot have too much.
cfferson was a fine type of a publio man;
full of ideas, full of energy, he made him-
self instantly and permanently effective. A
still better type was Marcus Aurelius, who
brought the widest culture of the time and
the higheat power of thought to his great
ition, both by natural endowment and by
tion he had the highest gifts, We re-
quire both at the hands of our rplers. The
more of natural foree, the more fruitful ex-
perience, the better, Nihil bumanl a me
slienum should be the motto of the public
man.

1o honesty, energy, tact; io the highest
edueation, both specisl and general, and in
the widest experience, are the sufficient
qualificutions for places of publie trust.
